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32. The tire label of claim 1 wherein the tire layer further comprises a pull tab 
portion of said label facestock, said pull tab portion being free of adhesive. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
notes that the great majority of the claim amendments in the dependent claims were 
made to clarify what adhesive layer was being referred to, as claim 1 in its amended 
form now contains two adhesive layers. Additionally, the presence of a pull tab was 
removed from the independent claim since it was not deemed to be a critical limitation 
of the invention and a new dependent claim 32, which finds support in original claim 14, 
Figure 2 and page 6, lines 19-23 of the substitute specification, was entered in order to 
complete applicants' protection. As regards the patentability of the revised claim 1 it 
should be noted that this six layer comprising claim which contains two fabric woven 
mesh layers, two adhesive layers, a primer layer and a release layer, as well as an 
RFID insert is not believed to be either disclosed or rendered obvious by any of the 
previously relied upon or cited prior art, whether taken individually or in combination.
